Claims 1-30 are rejected as being based upon a defective reissue declaration under 35 U.S.C. 251 as set 
forth above. See 37 CFR 1.175. 

The nature of the defect(s) in the declaration is set forth in the discussion above in this Office action. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.175(b)(1), a supplemental reissue oath/declaration under 37 CFR 1.175(b)(1) 
must be received before this reissue application can be allowed.

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 3 and 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kimoto (USP-4,509 ( 154). 

Kimoto discloses a disk calibration and search method in a disk drive (see figures 1 A-2B), comprising: 
positioning a data reading pickup 3 across to a first position on a disk 1 and jumping the pickup 3 in a predetermined 
direction A across tracks on the disk 1 (step 34); counting the number of tracks detected during the jumping step 
(counter 16; step 35); calculating a unit track number and calculating average track pitch of the disk 1 per a single 
movement of a driving means 11 for jumping the pickup 3 as claimed (track pitch computation 18; step 38); and 
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determining a moving amount for controlling the driving means 11 to jump the pickup 3 from a current position to a 
target track (comparator 19 and control section 21; step 37). 

Regarding claim 3; Kimoto further discloses performing a searching operation by jumping the pickup 3 from 
the current position to the target position. See figure 2B, steps 39 and 41, for example. 

Claims 2, 4 and 5 would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims, and if the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 251 as described above is overcome. 
Claims 6-29 would be allowable if the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 251 as described above is overcome.
